THE FIRST SENATORIAL DISTRIOT.

I is n maiter of very greal importanocs that a
souud Republican shon'd succeed to the
vacanoy criatel by the death of Mr, Watt,
for the Benate a3 it now stands is a tie, and
the election to take place on December 20th
will de'ermine whether the Republicans or
the Democrats shall have the majority. In
this election is involved the choice of a
Spesk<r for the Senate, and consequently
the politica! complexion of the committess to
be appointed by him. As fhe new ap-
portionment not only for Btate Senators
and Representutives but for Congressmen will
be made by che Legislature this winter, it isa
maltter of tha first importance that Republi-
can influence should preponderate in the
committees, if the Siate ia not to be gerry-
mandered in such a manner as to give the
Demoorats an advantage to which they are
not entitled. Besides this, there ara a great
number of important Ctate and local interests
at stake that ought toindnoce the Republicans
of the First Scnatorial district to select the
beat man that can be obtained for their can-
didate, and to put forth all their strength to
eloot him. The Damocrats ara fully alive to
the importance of the occasion, and they
have oerlainly made a first-class nomination,
Their candidate is one who commands the
respect and esteem of the best men
of all parties, and if 1he Republicans expoct
to defeat him they will be obliged to follow
the example of their opponents and make a
selection that will be certain to secure every
Republican vote. In spite of the interests at
ptake, it will be much better to have a Demo-
orat who is known to be both able and honest
returned from the First Senatorial district
than some mere jobbing politician who
ealls himseW a Republican merely becauss he
thinks it will pay to do so, and who carries
his principles and his conscience in hia
breschea pockets. Aclive exertions are now
being made by several of this class of men
to secure the Republican nomination, and if
either of them should do so a Democratic
viotory may be considered a certainty.

We
have now more enough members of the
Legislature of his particular stripe, and it
is time that there was a little more
honesty :nd decency imn both the
Senate snd the House of Representative,seven
if they can only be obtained by the election
of Democrats. We do not care to make any
direct personal allusions at the present time,
but we bave said emough to indicate to the
men inside politics who we mean, and we
pow give notice that if the individual in
question iz mominated we will opposs him
from the stert, and we will support the Demo.

UCOLONEL ROBERT P. DECHERT.

Trx Democerate of the Firat Sonatorial dis-
frick have s own their apprecistion of the
importan- 5 5f the politioal struggle on the
20th ivstant by nominating, with great
unauimity, one of their best man. All per.
sonal aspirations and factional divisions have
been sunk by that party, and COolonel Robert
P. Dechert has been mada their standard
bearer. He isa gallant soldier, and a gen-
tleman of ability and eculture, and
of blameless private character, He
entered the army a8 Sergeant-Major
of the 29th Pennsylvania Regiment, under
COolonel John K. Marphy, on the 1st of
July, 1861, and shared the fortunas of our
gallantarmy until Jaly 17, 1865, when the regi-
ment was muslered ont of the service. He parti-
cipated in the campaign of (Guneral Banka
in the Shenandosh Valley in the spring
of 1562, and was at Cedar Mountain,
second Bull Run, and all the battles
in front of Washington in the disastrous
campaign of Pope. He won eapoeocial distine-
tion for his gallantry at Antietam, Ohancel-
lorsville, and Gettysburg, and then was tran.-
ferred under Hooker to Chattanooga. He
became Assistant Adjuntant-General on the
stafl’ of General Slocum, and with him served

in the memorable march to Atlanta,
and thence to the sea. He was at
intervals promoted lieutenant, eaptain,

major, and lientenant-colonel for ‘‘gallantry
and other meritorious services, ' and after the
victory over rebellion was complste, Colonel
Dachert returned to his profession of the law
in his native city. IIe is at present an
Assistant District Attorney wunder Mr,
Sbheppard, and by the courteous and faithful
discharge of his duties, he ] has won the re-
spect and confidence of the bar and of the
community generally. Hes is not a politician
by trade, and is free from ‘‘rings" and all
complications which would embarrass him as
a Senator.

Such is the nomination made by the Demo-
orats in the close Senatorial distriot whose
decision on the 20thinstant is to decide
the political power of the Senate, and
it is an admonition to the Republicans
that they must ‘‘do likewis." if they
would wis. A Democratid candidate
with a bnlliant record as a soldier, and unob-
jectionable either as to qualificalion or cha-
racter, will demand the best candidate in the
Republican party to defeat him. No nomines

of any ring or faction can hope fto
succeed againat Colonel Dechert
and a united snd earnest party

supporting him. Let the Republicans be up
and doing, for they have a task of no com-
mon meagnitude before them. They can
carry the district, but it can be done only by
presenting a man who will deserve the sup-
port of the entire party.

NATIONAL REDUWCATION.
Tar report recently issusd by the Natianal
Commissioner of Kducation preasnts aatrik-
ing and interesting view of the various
sohool systems of the Unitad States. It is
gratifying to observe that, if the merits of the
respootive plans is to ba tested by the amount
of expenditure per head of the school popnla-
tion, Pennaylvania is nearly at the top of the
list, the liberality displayad in onr Common-
wealth being only exceeded by Novada, Mas-
sachuseita, California, and Connecticat, and
as the high ocost per head in Nevada and
California is evidently cansed by sparsenass
of population, Pennsylvania really stands third
among the States which can be fairly com-
pared. Weo fear, however, that the actual
condition of our schools, notwithstanding
their relative high rank, is zearcely up to the
point indicated by this financial comparison,
as somse of the Weatern States make better
use of their eduoational appropriations than
Pennsylvanin. Despite the great advances
in this Oommonwealth during the last
decade, the failure of the Legislature to es-
tablish a comprehensive system has bafllad
many vigorous efforts forreform and improve.

If, on the other hand, we contrast the edu-
oational condition of Pennsylvania with that
of the benighted Southern regions whera
Democracy and slavery have heretofore

reigned, we have abundant cause for self-
‘ gratulation. Kentucky, the great citadel of

Democracy, spends seventy-three cents per
| boad on the achosl population, and North
QOarolina spends forly-eight cents, against an
expenditure in this Commonwealth of $7°84.

In nearly the whole Sonth the canse of
popular education is on trial, and its fate will
depend largely upon the result of the political
contests of the day, for the trinmph of the
old slaveholding aristocrncy of that region
'will, in nine cases out of ten, be fatal to
! liberal school appropriationa. In the South,
a8 in many portions of the North, Damooracy
and ignorance ara twin brothers, and it will
be the constant aim of a few highly educated
Demoocratic leaders to keep the masses
deeply enshrouded in ignorance.
